DRAINPIPE BALLOONS HEAD OUT TO SEA . 
The Hamptons Police Department received 
multiple distressed phone calls following the 
opening of Lake Agawam’s drainpipe leading out to 
the Atlantic Ocean last week.

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Autumn in the Hamptons 


1665, 1796, 1840, 1898, 1925, 1938, 1939, 1960, 1992

he peacefulness of autumn in the Hamptons 

allows for the reflection of the summer 
just past. Traffic returns to normal, summer 
popups close, the beach crowds are gone and the 
surfcasters appear. In the quiet of September and 
October there is time to read a novel or shop for 
the harvest bounty at our farm stands and stores, 
or just sit in a park and enjoy the splendid life we 
have out here. 

With all this, I thought it a good time to look 
through autumns past, and to mark the things 
that happened that changed the Hamptons, North 
Fork and Montauk. I have assembled an account 
of a bunch of these events, chronologically, for 
your contemplation. 


1665 


In the mid-1600s here in the Hamptons, two 
East End women were accused of witchcraft and 
brought to trial. Conviction would result in their 

- being burned at the stake. 

The first of them was an East Hampton woman 
named Goody Garlick, who in February of 1657 
was charged with using witchcraft to cause 
the death of Elizabeth Gardiner Howell, the 
16-year-old daughter of Lion Gardiner, the most 
prominent member of the town. This was less 


than 10 years after that town was founded. 
Elizabeth, running a high fever, spoke from her 
bed to say she saw Garlick as a ghost, standing at 
the foot of her bed, putting a curse on her. 

Along, angry get-together in the Town Meeting 
Hall followed, in which many people in town 
accused Garlick, but as hysteria welled up, three 
town magistrates sent her off to Hartford to 
be put on trial. In Hartford that spring, a jury 
declared her not guilty—a troublesome woman, 
maybe, but not a witch. Garlick and her husband 
returned to East Hampton—her husband had 
once worked for Lion Gardiner on Gardiners 
Island—and she lived the rest of her life there. 

The second accusation of witchcraft came 
against a woman named Mary Hall and her 
husband, Ralph. The pair were said by neighbors 
to have used sorcery to cause the high fever 
that ultimately resulted in the death of Setauket 
innkeeper George Wood and his infant s son just 
after Christmas in 1664. — 

The trial was held at the Court of Assizes in New 
York City on October 7, 1665. The jury’s ruling 
states “we find that there are some suspicions of 
the evidence, of what the woman is charged with, 
but nothing considerable of value to take away 
her life. In reference to the man, we find nothing 
considerable to charge him with.” 


Witchcraft and the burning of women at the

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stake or death by hanging continued on in New 
England for a while. Between February 1692 
and May 1693, a hysterical population in Salem, 
Massachusetts put on trial some 200 people, 
19 of whom were executed by hanging. When 
that outburst ended, it essentially ended the 
witchcraft hysteria in America. 


1796 


On November 7 of that year, a French 
builder named Ezra L’Hommedieu announced 
to President of the United States George 
Washington that his construction of the Montauk 
Lighthouse, ordered by Washington four years 
earlier, was now complete. L’7Hommedieu had 
been selected to oversee the construction—New 
York contractor John McComb won the bid and 
in June of 1796 began his construction on a site 
L’Hommedieu had personally chosen, 345 feet 
back from the sea. 

‘Montauk Point was a critical location for ships 
bound for New York City. Having a flashing light 
there to guide the way was imperative. 

Later in November, Montauk’s first lighthouse 
keeper was named. He was Jacob Hand, age 64, 
of East Hampton, and he was to be paid $266.66 
a year to live there and have with him, at no extra 
cost, his grandson, also by that name. Jacob 
Hand lit the wick on the Montauk Lighthouse in

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April of 1797 and he remained on the job until his 
passing in 1812. 


1840 

In December of 1840, 21-year-old Walt 
Whitman, the poet, accepted an assignment to be 
a school teacher in Southold. He had previously 
been employed, among other jobs, as an assistant 
in a print shop in Huntington, and by this time he 
had already developed what at the time were seen 
by some as radical and controversial ideas—some 
of which he had written up as essays that had 
been published in Long Island newspapers. 

During the first month, Whitman wrote fiery 
editorials that appeared in the nearby Greenport 
Republican Watchman newspaper. People got 
stirred up. They talked to one another about their 

_ schoolteacher. Soon, the editor of the Republican 
Watchman announced that Whitman is “fired.” 
‘There would be no more articles from him. 

And then, one Sunday morning, a minister 
named Ralph Smith gave a sermon from the 
pulpit of his Southold Presbyterian Church, 
accusing the young man of sodomy and preying 
on some of the young boys in his class, in fact, 
even sleeping in the same room with one of them 
at the boy’s parents’ house. 

Although it was common for a teacher from 
afar to be given lodgings in a home of one of his 
students, the preacher nevertheless fired up the 
congregation, and at the end of the sermon and 

~ with the encouragement of Smith they went out 
the door in search of Whitman to tar and feather 
him—literally—and ride him out of town on a 
rail. At that time, a tar pit was kept boiling on a 


hill nearby for use by anyone who needed it, and 


some in the crowd went up there and got some. 
Somehow, Whitman became aware of the 
mob. He fled the Wells house, where he had 


been staying, and headed down the street to the

home of Dr. Ira Corwin, bursting in upon the 
housekeeper, Selina Danes, who hid him in the 
attic under a pile of tick mattresses. The mob, 
however, after talking to Wells and learning 
where Whitman went, marched on down to the 
doctor’s house and found him there in the attic. 
They dragged him downstairs and hauled him out 
into the yard, where they plastered his hair and 
clothing with tar. 

But then a woman named Aunt Lina arrived, 
comforted Whitman there on the ground, yells at 
‘the mob to leave him alone, and the mob melted 
away. Danes then took Whitman back to Dr. 
Corwin’s house and nursed Whitman there for a 
month, without Whitman ever coming out of the 
house. Whitman then left quietly on his own. 

Sometime later he wrote the celebratory book 
Leaves of Grass and became the literary legend 
he is today. He never spoke about this incident, 
and there is controversy about whether this is.a 
legend or fact. There’s arguments on both sides. 
Letters by others in that era make mention to 
some kind of trouble Whitman had there, but 
records also say he summered in Southold in 
years that followed. 

The school, a two-room affair with student 
desks, chairs and a pot-bellied stove, remained 
in use for the next hundred years, known locally 
as the “Sodom School.” By the time I moved out 
east in the 1950s as a teenager, it had closed and 
the building was a storage shed. Soon thereafter 
it was torn down. 


1898 


Soldiers from the United conTINUED ON NEXT PAGE 
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States Army’s Fifth Corp of that era, more than 
20,000 men, returned from their victory in the 
Spanish-American War from the hills of Cuba 
by steamship to Montauk. A thousand or more 
white tents dotted the rolling land in Montauk 
for about five weeks where this army recovered 
from the war, celebrated its victory and went on 
maneuvers. A few soldiers died in the hospital 
tents from wounds of the war or the tropical 
diseases they had encountered. Nurses and 
doctors from the nearby Hamptons attended 
the soldiers, as did army doctors. and aides 
and nurses. 

Among the officers coming to Montauk in 
August was Teddy Roosevelt, a colonel then, who 
with his Rough Riders had famously charged 
up San Juan Hill, 1,000 strong. The regiment 
arrived at that dock in Fort Pond Bay. Teddy was 
well. From the railing he expressed his sadness 
about those sick among his Rough Riders, who 
would be taken off the ship on stretchers. 

Roosevelt lived in a tent near Ditch Plains for 
a month. President McKinley visited Montauk 
to congratulate the troops in the first week of 
September. He spent time with Teddy. 

Around September 10, 1898, the peace treaty 
with Spain was signed, and as the threat of 
transmitting disease diminished, it was time to 
muster out all the men and send them by train 
off to their various homes around the country. 
Just days before this, Teddy’s wife and four of 
his children visited their dad in Montauk. They 
stayed at Second House out near Montauk Point, 
where the generals stayed, overseeing, among 
others, the colonels. Two of Teddy’s sons slept 
with Teddy in his tent, the boys sleeping on his 
bed while he reportedly slept on a bench. 

In the 1990s, Second House and the 3,000 
acres surrounding it became a county park known 
as the Theodore Roosevelt County Park. Around 
2015, for some reason, the county renamed it 
the Montauk County Park. I thought it a bad 
idea, and wished it was still a park honoring 
Teddy Roosevelt. 


1925 


In the fall of 1925, the millionaire developer 
of Miami Beach, Carl Fisher, came north up 
the inland waterway aboard his 100-foot yacht 
Shadow to have a look at a piece of real estate on 
the East End the he was interested in purchasing. 
He arrived at a dock on Fort Pond Bay in Montauk 
and was taken around by a real estate agent 
driving a motorcar to see what was involved—the 
entire peninsula of Montauk, with a few hundred 
acres of exception, almost 18,000 acres of rolling 
hills and woodland with a big lighthouse at the 
end. The cost was $2.5 million. 

Fisher had grown up in Indianapolis, where as 
a teenager he came to own a bicycle shop. Soon 
he became interested in motorcars. He owned 
the speed record for the measured mile for a 
few months in those early years. He bought the 
patent for a special kind of vacuum car headlight, 
called it the Prest-O-Lite company and made 
millions. Every car in America needed those 
headlights. Fisher then created the Indianapolis 
Motor Speedway—there’s a statue of him there— 
and then became an advocate for the Lincoln 
Highway, the first paved road to cross America 
east to west. 

Then, at 29, he retired to Miami. Looking out at 
a 10-mile-long island covered with alligators and 
mango trees, he bought that island, unretired, 


and built the resort city of Miami Beach in a 
south-of-the-border pink flamingo style. His trip 
north to Montauk resulted in his purchase of the 
peninsula of Montauk and the development of 
another resort, with the slogan “Miami Beach in 
the winter, Montauk Beach in the summer.” 

He constructed dozens of buildings in Montauk, 
including the Montauk Manor, the Catholic and 
Protestant churches, a downtown row of stores, 
a yacht club, a golf club, a group of indoor glass 
tennis courts, a polo field, a race track, a surf club 
and the giant office building, still standing, at 
the head of the circle in the middle of downtown 
Montauk today, from the penthouse of which 
he sold real estate. Incidentally, he laid out and 
built the entire grid of roads downtown where 
Montauk village is today. Many of the sidewalks 
are still pink, the color he favored for sidewalks. 
For the most part, though, everything was in the 
English half-timber style. There were soon horses 
and sheep in the meadows and yachts in the sea 
all around. Unfortunately, he opened for business 
in 1927, just 27 months before the crash of the 
Great Depression. 

He died in modest circumstances at the age of 
65 on Fisher Island in Miami Beach in 1939. 

An interesting story is that his wife, Jane, a 
great beauty, wrote a memoir about her life with 
Carl. She was living in Palm Beach by that time 
and was a well-known matron. In Palm Beach, 
she lied about her age, announcing herself as 
being 8 years younger than she actually was. 

For the memoir, however, she had to claim 
she was just 15 years old when she married Carl 
Fisher in Miami. Otherwise the jig was up about 
her actual age. I have a copy of her book. Though 
the legend of her extreme youth as the bride of a 
rich man has continued to this day, the fact is she 
was 23. 


1938 


The massive Hurricane of 38, considered along 
with Sandy many years later as one of the two 
most destructive storms to ever hit Long Island, 
arrived at Westhampton Beach, coming up from 
the south on September 17, 1938. 

There was no internet or TV in 1938. And 
weather forecasting was in its infancy. The 
storm took three days to slowly make its way up 
the Atlantic after brushing Miami Beach, and 
when storm clouds appeared: over the ocean off 


Westhampton Beach, the weather forecasters 
said it would just be rain and some wind— 
the hurricane had been last reported 20 hours 
earlier, before just passing offshore of the Outer 
Banks in North Carolina. It was expected to burn 
itself out at sea. 

The hurricane was the single most powerful 
storm to ever hit Long Island. It came in the 
late morning, traveling at the astonishing speed 
of 50 miles an hour, which, added to the wind 
speeds of 160 miles an hour, made it capable of 


_ wreaking havoc in our community. There were

more than 40 mansions on Dune Road. After it 
screamed through, only three stood, the others 
were shattered to tinder or thrown in pieces into 
the bay, to be found when it was all over, pressed 
up against the mainland of Quiogue and Quogue 
and Westhampton. On the mainland, giant elms 
were uprooted, cars and yachts thrown ashore 
and a hundred or more people killed. The official 
papers of the Village of Westhampton Beach, 
flooded under four feet of sea water, were found 
three days later to have been blown into a forest 
in New Hampshire. 

The eye of the hurricane actually easier over 
Moriches, causing some damage there and to 
the west. But it was the great counterclockwise 
swirling arm of the storm that gave a horrendous - 
right-cross to everything east of Westhampton 
Beach as the storm came through. 

Beachfront homes throughout the Hamptons 
had their roofs blown off, their landscaping 
flattened. All the giant elms bordering Main 
Street in East Hampton were gone. They were 
planted afresh the following year and grew to 
their massive size again by the 1970s. Waters 


flooded across Napeague, cutting Montauk off 


from East Hampton for the next day and a half. 
The storm also scrambled the little Montauk 
fishing village on the arc of Fort Pond Bay where 
Fisher had come ashore aboard the Shadow just 
14 years before. 

After screaming fineness the Hamptons, the 
Hurricane of ’38 came through and smashed up 
Greenport, then crossed the Sound to assault 
Newport and Providence, Rhode Island before 


- finally dissipating into Maine. 


1939 


On October 11, 1939, an aide brought a letter. 
to President Franklin D. Roosevelt written to 
him by scientist. Albert Einstein, who had been 
vacationing for the summer in a small cabin at 
Nassau Point in Southold. The letter informed 
the President that the Germans. were working 
on the creation of a huge explosive, called an 
atomic bomb, which could blow up cities. They 
were years away from succeeding, according to 
Einstein, but he felt it was urgent that the United 
States begin its own research to create such a 
weapon, so it could be used against the Germans 
before they used it against us. 

Roosevelt was astonished to get this letter. 
But he acted almost immediately by creating 
a laboratory deep in the woods of Tennessee 


near Oak Ridge, where American scientists could 


work on unlocking the atom. The achievement 
of this goal resulted in a test explosion in the 
Nevada desert six years later, in July of 1945, 


‘60 days after the Germans unconditionally 


surrendered. There was an ally of the Germans, 
the Japanese, still at war with us, however. 
And when the Japanese refused all offers to 
surrender, two atomic bombs were dropped on — 
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the Japanese cities of Hiroshima and Nagasaki, 


which quickly changed that government’s mind. 
Thus, an amphibious invasion by more than 
800,000 American soldiers to force the Japanese 
surrender, which was believed would have cost 
200,000 American lives, was avoided. 

Einstein, spending his days in Southold and 
working on his Unified Theory, sailed mornings 
in a tiny sailboat in the bay, took walks, and 
on Friday evenings played violin in a classical 
music quartet organized by Southold residents. 
In July of 1939, he was approached by three 
American scientists who drove out to see him in 
his vacation cabin and told him about an urgent 
problem that would require writing to FDR. Only 
with your signature would it have the power 
to get through to the President to read it, they 
told him. Einstein agreed. He wrote the letter 
on August 6, which was revised on August 20 
and handed off to an economist who knew the 
president personally. The economist, however, 
could not get it through to FDR until October 
because of FDR’s distractions with the war. 


1960 


On November 7, 1960, Pulitzer Prize—winning 
novelist John Steinbeck set out from his home in 
Sag Harbor in a pickup truck with a camper top 
attached to the flatbed in back to tour America 
with his dog, Charley, for a few months. He was 
58 years old at the time, and he told his wife he 
would write her every day, which he did. We 
know that the nonfiction book he wrote about his 
adventure called Travels with Charley: In Search 
of America was published two years later. It was 
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widely read but did not win any prizes. Indeed, 
after the blazing success he achieved in the late 
1930s with Of Mice and Men and The Grapes of 
Wrath, which won the Pulitzer Prize for Fiction 
in 1939, there was a long stretch where his work 
was not as well celebrated. 

Charley and Steinbeck began by driving 
through New England to Maine, then across 
America to the Pacific Northwest, then through 
his native Salinas Valley, California, then across 
Texas and through the Deep South and then 
home again. He interviewed the people he met, 
many of them characters, along the way. He slept 
in his camper truck or in cheap motels or in tents 
with fellow travelers. But later examination of 
the love letters he wrote his wife make clear that 
occasionally—although he never wrote about this 
in the book—he took a “holiday” from his trip 
and stayed in fine hotels, even though they might 
be in Boise, Idaho. Clean clothes, showers and 
a shave in a nice bed were a necessity for a man 
approaching 60, even if it may have made him a 
little dishonest. 

Steinbeck loved the small town of Sag Harbor, 
its whaling history and its hardworking people, 
and they loved him back. He often said it 
reminded him of the small blue-collar town of 
Salinas where he had grown up. Since he had 
written about Salinas in his earlier works, he 
now found that the place had changed so much 
he hardly recognized it. He lived in Sag Harbor 
for nearly 15 years. In 1962, he won the Nobel 
Prize for Literature, and the following year he 
allowed himself to ride in the lead car of the 


opening day parade of the first Old Whalers 


Festival. Otherwise he was just one of the 
guys you might meet in the Sag 
Harbor 5 & 10. 


1992 

Joyce Robinson, a casting director from 
Hollywood with a young daughter, came to live in 
a house on Skimhampton Road in East Hampton. 
In the fall of 1992, contemplating the challenges 
of doing her job in Hollywood from a saltbox 
home in East Hampton, she decided the only way 
to proceed would be to organize a film festival for 
the Hamptons. 

She got on the phone. The following year, 
the First Annual Hamptons International Film 
Festival, full blown with 40 films, slews of 
actors, screenwriters, directors, composers and 
producers, was an instant hit on the film festival 
circuit during that last week in October of 1993. 

Practically all of the films had not yet been 
seen by the general public. There were Major 
Motion Pictures with Big Stars—Warner Brothers 
premiered two and Columbia Pictures offered 
one. There were student films, art films, shorts. At 
every screening there was one short film and one 
long one. Everyone going to see these movies— 
the general public—got the opportunity to vote 
for their favorite in three different categories. At 
the end of the festival, awards were presented to 
the winners. Other awards were decided by votes 
from members of the press. 

It has grown‘even more successful since that 
first year and is now an annual affair held over 
Columbus Day weekend, which this year falls on

Mickey Pacaskevas Celebrates 40 Yeaus of Att at SAC

hen Southampton artist Michael 

Paraskevas puts brush to canvas or pencil 
to paper, pure magic is born. Over the last 
40-plus years, the cartoonist, ilustrator and 
painter has created dozens of children’s books, 
multiple animated television shows and hundreds 
of illustrations, cartoons and covers for Dan’s 
Papers, yet he never stops exploring new ideas 
and mediums. It’s just who he is. 

To celebrate these four prolific decades of 
making art and bringing joy to children all 
over the world, Southampton Arts Center 
(25 Jobs Lane) has mounted a retrospective 
of Paraskevas’s work, Paint Your World: 40 
Years of Illustration, Painting, Animation and 
Sketchbooks, presented by Dan’s Papers, opening 
with a special artist reception that’s free to 
the public this Saturday, September 21 from 
5-8 p.m., through Sunday, November 10. 

Like his career, which could be defined by 
hard work, inspiration and a road paved with 
successes, Paraskevas has spent the last eight 
months toiling over every aspect of Paint Your 
World, making sure it would be the ultimate 
representation of everything he’s accomplished. 

“It was a big logistical thing and I kind of 
wish I had six months more,” Paraskevas says 
during a visit to his art-cluttered home a week 
before his exhibition was scheduled to open. — tHearrist’s Toots 
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“BILLIONAIRES’ MOONLIGHT BALL,” 2019 


In a house already brimming over with toys, 
antiques, collectables and bric-a-brac curiosities, 
every surface—floors, tables, chairs and more— 
is covered in stacked paintings, drawings, 
sketchbooks, posters and memorabilia from the 
artist’s storied life, all being considered for the 
show or awaiting transport to Southampton Arts 
Center. A person less familiar with Paraskevas’s 
oeuvre might be surprised to learn each piece is 
from the same artist, from beautifully rendered 
farm and beach landscapes, to imaginative 
surrealist paintings, to his creepy Tim Burton— 
esque Shamlanders characters, to loosely rendered 
sketches of jazz greats, equine scenes, children’s 
book illustrations and so much more. Right 
now, he’s even moved into sculpture, bringing 
his visions to life in three dimensions for the 
new exhibition. 

“You know what’s great about this? I’ve got 
more stuff now,” Paraskevas says. “It opened me 
up to doing sculpture. I don’t think I would’ve 
done this if I hadn’t done the show,” he explains, 
pointing out that he had originally envisioned 
people wearing his life-size, papier-mache and 
plaster Shamlanders monster heads during 
Friday's opening reception, but logistics beat 
imagination, so Paraskevas ‘settled on visually 
arresting mannequins instead. “I’d always 
wanted to see these kinds of things in 3-D. I'd 
keep thinking about making them, but I didn’t 
really know how.” 

As evidenced by the wide breadth of work in 
an array of styles and media, Paraskevas rarely 
lets not knowing how to do something get in the 
way of manifesting it. He and his mother Betty 
Paraskevas, created 24 children’s books together, 
including several beach stories, the popular

Junior Kroll series—which began as a cartoon 
in Dan’s Papers—and:Shamlanders, to name a 
few. The mother-son duo, who knew nothing of 
animation, famously turned their Maggie and 
the Ferocious Beast books into an animated 
series for Nickelodeon, followed by toys and 
more shows and films, including Marvin the 
Tap Dancing Horse for PBS, The Kids from 
Room 402 for Fox Family and their beloved 
Christmas book and film The Tangerine Bear. 


“I was doing magazine work, but I told my 
mother, the magazines were fading in the ’90s. I 
saw the handwriting on the wall, so we did a kids 
book,” Paraskevas says, describing the fruitful 
working relationship he had with his mother. 
“My mother was very clever. She really was a very 
funny, funny lady. So I gave her an assignment 
and said, “Write me something about the beach.’ 
I did all these beach paintings and she wrote this 
book, and we took it to Dial conTINUED ON NEXT PAGE 
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[Books] and they published it—I 
never even had a problem. The 
best thing I ever did was work 
with my mother.”

were doing. “They signed us up 
for a licensing deal and then she 
introduced me to everybody. 
The company that ultimately 
did Maggie and the Ferocious 
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Beast, she introduced me to 
them. It was an animation 
company. They walked me 
into Nickelodeon, and then 
we pitched it to them, and 
they were like, ‘Oh, this isa 
great idea.” 

Betty died in 2010, but she 
left behind a legacy of wit and 
humor Paraskevas continues 
today. “I had learned so much 
from working with her and 
writing scripts and rewriting 
her scripts,” he says, pointing 
out that he now writes with 
his wife, Maria Bruno. They 
work together on the “Green 
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Monkeys” and “Lili and Derek” comic strips, and 
he credits Bruno with the funniest punch lines. 

All of these many projects are well represented 
in Paint Your World. Visitors will enjoy a 15-foot 
map of Nowhere Land, the world from Maggie 
and the Ferocious Beast, as well as a 12-foot 
inflatable balloon of the Beast, which will hang 
above the show “like the big blue whale” at the 
Museum of Natural History in NYC. “There’s a big | 
mural going up with all the cartoon characters,” 
Paraskevas adds. “I had to do Maggie. I had to 
do Marvin [the Tap Dancing Horse]. I had to 
do Tangerine Bear paintings. I had to do book 
illustrations. In the middle room is all book stuff,” 
he continues. “A bunch of Dan’s covers are in the 
show. And then the back room is paintings from 
1980s to now.” 
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A 75-inch TV monitor will display a movie with 
all the pages from the artist’s many sketchbooks, 
many created at special events, such as Coldplay’s 
secret show at the Stephen Talkhouse, the 
Hampton Classic and one of Billy Joel’s Madison 
Square Garden concerts. Also on view will be 
props from Paraskevas’s Plum TV puppet show 
and a life-size cow he painted to stand outside the 
front entrance of Southampton Arts Center 

A New Jersey native and Hamptonite since 
1979, when his parents bought a small vacation 
house in Shinnecock Hills, Paraskevas says 
Southampton Arts Center is the only place where 
his retrospective makes sense. “It’s a beautiful 
space,” he adds, noting that it’s one of the few 
art venues with the room required to mount such 
a large show—and it didn’t hurt that Executive — 
Director Tom Dunn spent many hours watching 
Maggie and the Ferocious Beast with his son, 
who loved it as a child. 

The first 100 people to visit Paint Your World 
will receive a hand-painted hat from Paraskevas, 
and the artist has published a special Paint Your 
World book exclusively for this exhibition, but the 
true gift is experiencing his breadth of work. 
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“Living in the Hamptons for the past 40 years, encountering the beautiful beaches with crowds from different walks of life

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How Do You Like Them Apples? 


Co me with apples,” Solomon said, “for I am 
sick of pumpkin spice.” Or something to that effect. 

Now, that’s not to say we’re not fans of the 
ubiquitous seasonal flavor that has worked its way 
into everything from lattes and oatmeal to cookies 
to canned whipped cream to beer and rum, although 
we must admit that once SPAM got in on the act, that 
nutmeggy, cinnamony, clovey blend may have crossed 
the Rubicon. 

Apples, however, have been an underappreciated 
aspect of the fall menu outside of the classic pie and 
nostalgic caramel-covered version on a stick. With an 
AppleTini (keep reading) in hand, we raise a toast to 10 
terrific takes and twists on Newton’s favorite fruit right 
here in the Hamptons and on the North Fork. 


Apples originated in Asia, and using them as a pie 
filling has been dated as far back as the early 1300s in 
England, but it is impossible to argue that few if any 
culinary creations are as American as mom and apple 
pie as, well, apple pie itself. The great pie debate has 
raged here on the East End for more years than anyone 
cares to remember, and there are tasty variations 
across both forks, but when it comes to pure apple, 
plain and simple, Hallock’s Cider Mill in Laurel is a 
must-try. 


Apple pies need not be defined by apples 
alone. Mix them with rhubarb or pears or pecans and 
the pie can be transformed into something new. Mixing 
bright apples with dark fruit is the secret to sensational 


in the Riverhead ee that is Briermere Farms’ 
Blackberry Apple Pie. 


} Apple dumplings come in all shapes and 
sizes, can ‘be eaten anytime from breakfast through 
dessert, and come plain or sugar-coated...well, at least 
they do at Beach Bakery & Grand Café in Westhampton 
Beach, where the irresistible dumpling is softball- 
sized, a whole peeled, baked apple and some caramel 
wrapped inside a decadent blanket of dough. 


America’s first apples were not grown to be 
eaten, but rather to be pressed into cider. You'll find 
very good versions of the drink across both forks at 
u-picks and farm stands, hot and cold alike, but it’s 
hard to beat the crisp cider sips you’ll get at Wickam’s 
Fruit Farm in Cutchogue, made from a press—Long 
Island’s oldest, they say—that has been in use for more 
than 100 years. 


oI There’s cold cider, there’s cider on ice, 
aid then there’s there the cider slushee at Hank’s 
Pumpkintown in Water Mill. Can cider-cicles be 
far behind? 


lad Cidex Hard cider’s popularity has escalated in 
recent years on the East End, evolving from a rare treat 
to a popular year-round libation. Try a flight of various 
styles at Woodside Orchards in Aquebogue, and make 
sure to sample the trifecta of rosé, white and red cider 
at Sagaponack’s Wolffer Estate Vineyard, all part of 


the Wolffer No. 139 Hard Cider line, named for their 
address at 139 Sagg Road. 


wuts No harvest-season activity would be complete 
without the accompaniment of a warm bag of just- 
made apple cider donuts at Fairview Farm at Mecox in 
Bridgehampton. Make sure you grab an extra bag for 
sustenance as you enter their corn maze. 


Or maybe you call it apfelstrudel. Either 
way, this concoction of apples and buttery pastry 
is, at its best, flaky and fruity—and it is at its best 
for a sit-down dessert at Shippy’s Pumpernickels in 
Southampton or a take-on-on-the-go approach with 
the homemade flair of Junda’s Pastry, Crust & Crumbs 
in Jamesport. 

& L Magic Fountain in Mattituck is renowned 
for its rotate lineup of fanciful flavors, not just in 
summertime but throughout the seasons, and a cone of 
their Caramel Apple—apples, cinnamon and caramel— 
means fall is in the air...and on your cone.

ast Enders may have rosé on the brain from May through August, but come 

September, it’s time for beer, though not just any beer will do. The 4th annual 
Long Island Hop Festival brings only the finest hop-focused and hop-forward 
beers from across the country to Jamesport Farm Brewery on Saturday, 
September 21. This year’s lineups of beer companies and breweries includes 
Long Ireland Beer Company, Blue Point Brewing Company, Zero Gravity Craft 
Brewery, Port Jeff Brewing Company, Jack’s Abby, Montauk Brewing Company, 
Thin Man Brewery, North Fork Brewing Company and others. _ 

Jamesport Farm Brewery has announced two of their festival picks with more 
surprises to be expected. The first is the extremely limited Whiskey Barrel Aged 
Sugar Skull, which will only be poured in the brewery’s tasting room for the first 
hour of the event. It’s a whiskey pumpkin ale boasting a smoky flavor and a smooth 
finish. The second is Wined Out, a very hoppy and fresh American Pale Ale made 
from freshly plucked Magnum and Centennial hops. The interesting name is derived 
from a phrase heard commonly at Jamesport Farm Brewery when patrons walk in, 
fresh of the wine trail, “Do you want something or are you wined out?” You can find 
a list of some, but not all, of the beers available at the festival on the event’s website. 

While some are eagerly awaiting to taste and compare the festival’s many 
hop-focused and hop-forward beers, others are likely still left wondering what a 


hoppy beer even is. Derived from hop plants, hops are added to beers to enhance~ 


their aroma, bitterness ([BUs) and overall flavor. Anthony Caggiano, co-founder 
of Jamesport Farm Brewery, describes the balance of aroma and bitterness as a 
“symbiotic relationship.” While all beers comprise hops, grain, yeast and water, 
hoppy beers have a much greater emphasis on the characteristics of specific hops 
and/or have a higher number of hops in the mix. 

“There’s a wide variety of hops that grow on the East End, so to name them all 
would be a very long list,” Caggiano says, adding that his farm specializes in the 
Willamette, Nugget, Centennial, Columbus and Magnum varieties. Each hop type 
has different qualities, with hop-focused beers drawing out individualities and 
bitterness most. Hop-forward beers, on the other hand, are considered generally 
out-of-balance toward the hop side. “It’s all in the taste,” Caggiano notes. “Hoppy 
beers can go everywhere. You can get a juicy IPA out of the New England style—it’s 


juicy, cloudy dnd very heavy—or you can get a West Coast style IPA, which is more 
hop-forward. We've made New England IPAs here, and people have been asking for 
them again.” 

While hops are a major factor in IPAs and other hoppy beers, Caggiano 
knows that they’re only one piece of the puzzle. “We grow our own barley here 
for the base malt, which, to me, is a bigger deal than the hops are. The hops a 
re a small part of the brewing process, whereas the grain is almost all of the process,” 
he says. “In our beers, since we grow the barley here, we like to think that the 
soil gives this barley a certain flavor that you might not get anywhere else. 
You have barley grown in Belgium, Scotland or Germany—they have different 
flavor profiles depending on where they’re grown. We like to think that we have our 
own flavor profile.” 

With a list of beers too long and diverse for the festival, Jamesport Farm Brewery 
will be open for business during the festivities, serving up brews inside and at the 
new outdoor bar. Their signature IPA is the Wicked Little Sister, a hop-forward 
double IPA with a high bitterness. They also experiment with fruity blends, such as 
this fall’s Prancing Pony, a blackberry wheat blend. Past beer flavors have included 
rarities such as banana and blueberry. 

In addition to all the blissfully bitter brews, the Long Island Hop Festival also 
features not one, but two 14-foot high pumpkin chuckers. Launch a gourd over 
the field to try and hot one of the many targets scattered about. There will also be 
plenty of backyard games to play, as well as a silent auction to bid on. Andy Putman 
provides the groovy tunes for the event, with over 500 songs in his library, many 
of which hail from the 1950s, ’60s and today. Delicious food will be provided by 
Christopher Michael Catering. 

The hoppy fun takes place this Saturday, September 21 from 12:30 p.m. to 4 p.m., 
rain or shine. Be sure to arrive before 1:30 p.m. for a chance to taste Jamesport Farm 
Brewery’s limited-edition Whiskey Barrel Aged Sugar Skull. gi

THE CORN GROWS 12 FEET — BUT PUMPKIN PICKING IS AVAILABLE FOR THE CLAUSTROPHOBIC - 


HARRY AND NATHAN LUDLOW 


reating a corn maze is no easy task, especially one 
that will attract thousands of visitors from all over 
the New York Metropolitain Area and offer something 
totally unique each fall. Since 2001, the Ludlow family 
has done exactly that at their popular Fairview Farm 
at Mecox Corn Maize in Bridgehampton—every year 


carving a brand new, thoughtfully configured design © 


into eight acres of healthy corn stalks—but none of it 
comes without much debate and consideration. 

“The more we do, the more of a challenge it becomes 
to come up with something that 
we really like that we haven’t done 
before,” 35-year-old farmer Nathan 
Ludlow says, describing how he and | 
his family chose this year’s intricate 
and impressive surfer design. “It’s a 
group effort,” he adds, noting that 
these discussions go for quite some 
time before the task of physically 
making the maze even begins. 

“Usually, someone has an idea 
that we all like and we run with it. My 
mother [Barbara] is the artist in the 
family, so we come up with a general 
idea for what it should be and she 
does a few sketches and looks at 
them, and eventually it starts to take 
a little more of a concrete form,” 
he explains. 

His \ father, Fairview Farm 
patriarch Harry Ludlow, says, “The family has a 
discussion to see if anyone is inspired as to a striking 
concept or theme. Usually we pattern it after our family 
or the farm or the community, but we’re not bound to 
those rules, so we have these discussions off and on

itera hither it’s at the dinner table, whether 
it’s riding in the car somewhere, whether it’s hanging 
out at the beach—whatever it is. And we look at the 
world scene and see if anything is moving. There are 
all kinds of things we can do. We try to keep away from 
controversial subjects, — political or anylne 
that’s narrow.” 

“People come to five ‘good, clean fun. You can’t 
put everything in every picture—it has to be 
recognizable,” Nathan adds. “We finally settled on 
a wave, a surfer, a starfish and a marine mammal,” 


he continues, pointing out with a chuckle that they 
can’t seem to agree on whether the creature at the 
bottom of this year’s maze design is a colnet; a whale 
‘or possibly even a shark. 


Once they’ve finally agreed _ upon a design and 
Barbara has drawn up her sketches, the Ludlows send 
their ideas to a consulting company called The Maize 
Inc. “They ‘mazify’ it,” Nathan says. “We send them 
just.a concept sketch and they add in all the paths 
this way and that to make sure that it’s a good maze 
to do and not just a pretty design—they make sure the 


paths end up somewhere and come back to where they © 


need to.” 

For 19 years now, the design is always different, but 

the Ludlows require certain things in every maze. “One 
is, we always put two bridges in the maze for the great 
overview or aerial, and the second is, we always make 
two phases, so when they mazify 
our concept sketch, they always 
have two entrances and two exits. 
It’s two individual mazes in one,” 
Harry says, noting that all their 
mazes have these things. 

“That way. they can take a 
break in the middle if they want 
or, if they decide mazes aren’t 
really their thing, they only have 

‘to do part of it,” Nathan says. 

Past design themes have 
included a seedling, a tractor; 
a horse and rider, lighthouse, 
honeybee, duck, slow food snail, 
chicken, two ears of corn, their 
dog Coda when she was a puppy, 
their farm stand table, a pair 


breeder Luther Burbank, two 

years of pigs and, last year, the number 100 (to 

commemorate Harry’s mother’s 100" birthday and 

the centennial anniversary of their house moving from 
Sagaponack to Bridgehampton). 

When everything is approved and set, The Maize 


of pumpkins, legendary plant. 


Inc. sends their “mazified” plans back to the Ludlows, 
early enough so the farmers can layout the entire 
design while the corn is still low. After it’s cut and 
the paths are in place, the stalks grow to about 12 feet 
tall, making it impossible for maze walkers to see out 
of the dense growth. But visitors can get a little help 
by answering trivia questions at certain points in the 
maze. A correct answer will reveal which direction they 
should follow next. An incorrect answer will sendthem — 
the wrong way. 

For. those who don’t enjoy corn mazes, or who have 
issues with claustrophobia—a real problem in the tall 
corn with no exit or entrance in sight—the Ludlows 
offer other fun activities. Visitors can shoot ears of 
corn from a pneumatic corn cannon and attempt to 
hit a target, pick pumpkins or enjoy food items at 
the main tent. It’s good fall family fun in and outside 
the cornfield. £2

A seasoned stager will be able to edit these 
items and suggest paint colors to create a universally 
appealing look. The biggest mistake to avoid when 
staging your home is the belief that investing money 
preparing your home to sell is money spent unwisely. 
Nothing could be further from the truth! You wouldn’t 
try to sell your car without detailing it, so why would 
you try to sell one of your biggest financial asset 
without merchandising it properly? 

Buyers may be looking for reasons to negotiate. 
Don’t give them any. A beautifully presented home that 
is professionally staged will make buyers fall in love at 
first sight. Statistics show that staged homes sell faster
